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PUBLISHER’S FOREWORD 


The Oxford Dictionary of Quotations, published in 1941, quickly 
established itself as a standard work of reference and was seven 
times reprinted with occasional revisions. In 1953 a second 
edition appeared, which has also been reprinted. The compilers 
of The Concise Oxford Dictionary of Quotations have had the 
latest revised impression before them in preparing this abridge- 
ment. 

The Concise O.D.Q. is not to be considered as displacing, 
superseding, or providing even a tolerable substitute for its 
parent volume. A comparison between the thousand large pages 
of the Dictionary and the many fewer small pages of the present 
volume will make this clear enough. The Concise O.D.Q. has 
been undertaken to meet the demand for a shorter dictionary 
containing such quotations as might be used daily by the ‘man 
in the street’ rather than by the literary specialist: The intention 
has been to reduce, not to add; but some additions have never- 
theless been made, with the idea of keeping the work up to date, 
from sources as far apart as Lord Hewart, Dorothy Parker, 
Adlai Stevenson, and Beatrix Potter. 

The Oxford Dictionary of Quotations is graced by an introduc- 
tion from the late Bernard Darwin. ‘Quotation brings to many 
people one of the intensest joys of living’, he begins, and even 
the members of the Amen House committee who have spent 
many hours weighing one quotation against another—to test 
their merits for possible inclusion in this book—rose from their 
labours with the love of quotation unimpaired. Few can 
emulate Bernard Darwin’s dexterity with a quotation; but 
others beside leader-writers and crossword zealots will turn to 
these pages with enthusiasm, for dictionaries of quotations are 
fields of paradise for the browser. It is the hope of the compilers 
that the joy of this book will remain intense in its concise form. 

One further warning may be added: proverbs and phrases 
are not included either in this dictionary or in its parent 
volume, but they are fully dealt with in the Oxford Dictionary 
of English Proverbs.
